TY Character being falſely attack'd, in a publick manner, by the Author 
of the aforeſaid Pamphlet, I think it my Duty to anſwer what relates 
to my Teſtimony in that Pamphlet.

| Firſt, The Remarks (Pag. 44) ſays, Lieutenant Moodie of the ur- 
wick ſays, in his Depoſition, that the Enemy were in Sight on the 13th; and 
that we had the Weather-gage of them ; and on his Examination declares: he did 
not ſee the Enemy on that Day. * | 
Anſwer. My Depoſition lays, as it appear'd to me by the Log-book, the Ene- 
my were in Sight on the 13th, Mr. Leſtock having made the Signal for ſeeing 
above Twenty Sail; and when I came on Deck the Fleet was in Chace (from the 
Wind;) which ſhews we had the Weather-gage. 
Secondly, In the fame Page of the Remarks, he ſays that I ſay the Rear Ad- 
miral's Diviſion tack'd to avoid the Superiority of the Enemy, and ſtood to join 
our Center for Protection; and then admits, that before they got the Diſtance of 


the Center, the French bore away. 


Anſwer. The French bearing away before they got the Niſtante of the Canter, 
plainly proves, that they had the Preſervation of their Friends at heart, more than 
the Deſtruction of their Enemies; and that our Safety is owing more to French 
Courteſy than our good Conduct, as they went within Piſtol-ſhot under our Sterns, 
and never fir d a Gun. 

Thirdly, In the ſame Page he ſays, that this Evidence takes upon him to give 
an Account of what Sail Four or Five and Twenty Sail of Ships had, or had not 
ſet, when in a Line a- breaſt. | 

Anſwer. J was very far from taking upon me to give an Account of what Sail 
any Ship of the Four or Five and Twenty Sail above-mention'd had, or had not 
ſet in particular; but I faid in general, that if the Fleet, when in a Line a- breaſt, 
had made all the Sail they could ſet, and had not brought-to in a Moonslight 
Night and fair Weather, it would be impoſlible for the Enemy to have been at the 
Diſtance from us they were next Morning; having the heavieſt of their diſabled 
Ships in tow, particularly the Real, who could ſet no Sail. | 

=Fayrthty, According to the Remarks, (Pag. 44 & 45) he fays I alſo affirm, that 
ng Ship of the Line was a-ſtern, or out of the Line; but it has been proved, that 
this Namur, Norfolk, and Somerſet were a-ſtern ; that the Namur had no Sail on 
het Main- maſt, the Norfolk with her Fore-top-maſt ſtruck, and the Somerſer's 
Mairi-topsfail-yard and Main-yard down. | | 

Ae In anſwer to a Queſtion put by one of the Members of the Court, I 
fad, the Pleat wgs never in fo regular a Line, but I could fee from one End of the 
Flect 30 the. other. The Author of the Remarks ſays, the Namur, Norfolk, and So- 
mer ſet ware a- ſtern of the Fleet; at the ſame time allows each of thoſe Ships to 
hive gither Maip or Fore-maſt in good Order; which makes my Aſſertion good, 
tht 12 Heet hafl not all the Sail ſet they could make; for in ſailing before the 
Wind, either of thoſe Ships could have ſet ſufficient Sail on one Maſt to have kept 
way with the Neptune and Torbay, who were heavy Sailors, and much longer off 
the Ground. 5 

Fifthly, In his Remarks (Pag. 45) he affirms I have ſaid, that no Ship was with 
the Marlborough at Seven at Night of the 11th ; and afterwards that I declare, that 
as I only ſaw her Loom, there might have been à ſmall Ship by her, and I not 
have ſeen her. 

Anſwer. I affirm no Ship was with the Marlborough at Seven at Night, what- 
ever there might be ſome Hours afterwards, when we had ſtretched to the North- 
ward, it being then the Time, that we only ſaw her Loom. 

S:xthly, In the fame Page he ſays I declared, that our Third Lieutenant went 
on board the gr er wag on the 11th in the Evening ; but that the Commanding

Officer did not deſire the Vurwicł to ſtay and aſſiſt her; ſo that it does not appear 
ſhe was then in want of Help. . 

Anſwer. T thought it was out of Diſpute, that the Marlborough hail'd mere 
Ships than one to come to her Aſſiſtance, before we came up with her; however, 
we were excuſed from that Duty by Mr. Rowley, ſome time before we ſent our Boat 
on board of her. fun 68 $3 5 11-11 4 TS 

I wiſh the Author of the Remarks had been To candid to have publiſh'd my 
whole Examination and Anſwers, inſtead of taking Scraps of them, without doing 
Juſtice to the Whole: He then muſt have mention'd the Anſwer I gave 
to the following Queſtion, put to me by Mr. Matheros, wiz. © If the Markbe- 
* rough had been engaged in the Night, don't you think I would have gone down 
eto her Aſſiſtance ? ” My Anſwer was, No, Sir, I cannot think you would have 
gone down to her Aſſiſtance if ſhe had been engaged in the Night, as you run 
away and left her in the Day. But I find this Quotation did not anſwer his Pur 
poſe, However true it is, I leave to your Conſideration.
